These ai 
sent free of charge to citizens of Hi 
state whero issued nnd often to appli 
cants from other Rtatea.

Interesting Interview With 


Col. M. Denicke. 


COHTfiOVKBSY ON CAPBIPICATIOS 


His Belief la the fallacy of the 


Theory and Its Uselessness 


la California. 


s "Of late a great deal has been said 


about the caprifaction of certain varieties 
of fige," said Colonel Denicke to a re* 
porter ol TUB RBPUBUCAN yesterday, and 
the reportorial ear opened immediately 
to listen and the reportorial mouth to 
ask Questions as to what caprilaction 
consisted in. 


"The caprifaction of the fig is the pro- 


cess by which the pistillate flowers in 
the cultivated fig are pollenated from the 
HtamUiate flowers of the Capri fig. 


"This Capri fig ia the wild fig of Europe. 


Ita name doea not come from that of the 
island of Capri or Capers, but from the 
latin word capra, meaning a goat, and it 
simply indicates the wild nature of the 
6g which bear the name. 
"To folly understand the process of cap- 
riiication it is necessary'to carefully study 
the fig itself. The popular belief that the 
fig has no flower is, of course, not true 
by a large majority. In fact the flower 
of the fig ia within the fig itself, as will 
be seen on cutting open an unripe fig. 
The flesh of the iig ia the flower itself. 
The interior ia found to be hollow and 
partially dry. The ulterior surface of 
the hotfow is covered with small pro- 
tuberances setclosetoeach other. These 
protuberances are, upon closer examina- 
tion, found to be small flowers in which 
the pistils are prominently developed, 
but ID which the pistils are dwarfed and 
resemble small scales at the base of the 
pistil. 


"These small flowers form the body o 


the fig, and as the fig reaches maturity 
they completely fill the whole space of 
the inner surface of the fig. These 
pistillate flowers are much the same in 
all figs. A farther examination of the 
fruit which has been opened while green 
disclosed the fact that at the end of the 
fig furtherest from the stem there is a 
small opening connecting the hollow 
inside with the outside world. This 
opening is called the eye o! the fig. 


HOW IT IS DOflfi. 


' 'The pollenatiou of tho pistillate flower 


of the Capri iig is accomplished in the 
same manner, as In many other flowers 
and fruits, by the voluntary or acci- 
dental action of small ineccts, which 
carry the pollen to the pistils. These 
insects enter the fig through the hole at 
the upper end, as above described, and 
in going in its wings, legs and body be- 
comes covered with the pollen, which is 
noon carried to the pibtillate flowers. 


"These insects live and thrive in the 


Capri fig, but do not propagate in the 
cultivated fig. There are several varie- 
ties of these insects, the principal one of 
which is the Blastophaga. These in- 
sects not only visit the Capri fig, but 
live in it. 


"All fig trees, including the Capri fig, 


have two or more crops of figs each 
year, more or leas regular. The first 
crop is formed hi the spring in the leaf 
., joints of the previous year. The second' 


forms in the leaf joint of the present 
year, and the third wop is only the tail 
end of the second, and a fourth or fifth 
crop would be but a combination of 
th»*a und-oooo-J 


"The Blastophaga lives* only from orop 


to crop. In the beginning of April the 
small wasps are Been flying about and 
entering the fig. This is, however, true 
of the Capri fig alone. The object of the 
wasp in entering the fig is to deposit its 
eggs for the propagation of its species. 
These eggs are deposited with great care 
between the integument, covering the 
embryo and the embryo itself. This in* 
tegument serves as a protection, and the 
embryo serves for food for the yoang 
Blostophaga. 
As soon as the egg is de- 


posited the embryo of the {pistil begins 
growing to an abnormal size and forms 
what is known as a gal!. 
In ahont two 


months and a half this gall bursts and 
the young Blastophaga escapes, full 
grown, and escaping through the eye of 
the fig to re-enter the young figs of the 
second crop and carry oat the same pro- 
gram, that the parent did with the first 
crop. In two and a half months more 
Another crop of the insects is out and 
ready to work on tho third crop of figs. 
Now this continued round of change can 
occur with the Capri fig only, as the form 
of the pistil in the cultivated fig is a lit- 
tle different, and the little insect finds it 
impossible to deposit the egg as it is nec- 
eaaary for it to live. 


USEFULNESS OF THE WA3P. 


~* "This habit of the insect with the Capri 
fig did lead to the invention of the pro- 
cess of capriQcation in ancient'daye, dur- 
ing the Greek and Roman times, by 
which fertile seeds are produced. The 
process, after more experiments than one 
generation will be able to make, was re- 
linquished and dropped by them as not 
worth the time, trouble and expense. 
From that we may draw our own infer- 
ence. Their dropping of the process ia 
shown by nomeroas old works upon the 
subject, and as they probablyknew more 
of it than we do, I am inclined not to at- 
tach as much importance to the process 
us other fig-growers and nurserymen feel 
disposed to attach to it. It is an ancient 
craze of thousands of years ago and by no 
means a modern one, which collapsed for 
want of merit 


"Caprification is a curious procees 


and is as follows: When the Capri 
fig has become inhabited by the insect it 
is gathered from the trees and strung on 
small strings for drying. These strings 
of figs are hung in wreaths over culti- 
vated trees to the extent of about thirty 
or forty Capri figs to the cultivated tree. 
From these "as they become wilted figs 
the Blastopbaga Boon makes his appear- 
ance and seeking for freah abode in 
which to deposit its eggs, finds tho culti- 
vated variety, into which it enters, acci- 
dentally carrying the pollen from the 
Capri fig to the pistillate flowers of the 
cultivated fig. 
"In the matter of laying eggs, however, 


the wasp is foiled because, as above ex- 
plained, it cannot lay its eggs in the 
proper place; therefore she cannot live 
and propagate her kind in tho edible fig. 


"The reasons that caprification is de- 


sired is, as they explain, in order that 
the fruit may grow larger, have a better 
flavor and because, as they say, the 
formation of fertile seeds cause the ripe 
frnit to drop when it is mature, also be- 
cause of the alleged fact that the forma- 
tion of fertile seeds assists in curing and 
prevents 
acidification while drying. 


NOT; I am perfectly well prepared to 
deny three of these alleped nsea of capri- 
fication. The process will not give the 
fig a better flavor, bflcauee .the ancienta 
dropped the process simply because it 
pave the fig a worse flavor. The process 
docs cause the fig to drop when ma- 
ture, becanae the fig without caprification 
will drop when it is ripe. The process 
will not assist in curing or prevent acidi- 
fication, because the caring or souring 
are due entirely to causes outside of the 
fig itself. As to the claim that a capri- 
fied fig will grow larger and better in 
quality, that is something yet to be 
proven when the stock of eapri figs in 
the hands ol different fie growers is suffi- 
cient to give it a thorough teat in the 
California climate. 


"Now that you understand what capri- 


fication is you will be prepared to under- 
stand why it is not such an improve- 
ment as some inexperienced fig growers 
in this itate imagine, withthe exception 
of the above-mentioned teats with vari- 


eties which mature their fl*s in Califor- 
nia climate without caprificatioa. 


"Tb* reason a* far as I can Me ia that 
the imported varieties, pArticularly tie 
variety imported by the Bulletin in 1881 
and known aa the Bulletin fig, do nol 
mature sufficiently to permit ol eapriflca- 
tioa. What I mean to say U that the 
exceaiiTe drynees ol oar climate drawa 
oat the sap which feeds the growing fig 
and even before the time the Blaatopha^a 
is ready to enter the young fig the eye u 
still closed because ol the oeaiation of 
the growth of the fig. ' 


"The White 8au Pedro, which grows to 


a certain extent in Europe, mature only 
ita first crop here, but the second crop 
on the new wood dow not mature, as far 
as experimented with in California, to 
the best of my knowledge, as well as in 
some portions of Europe, 


"Now, I don't mean to say thaUthere IB 


not a spot in California where the Bulle- 
tin fig and other imported figs that have 
so fardropped theirimmaturedfruit, will 
mature, and where] all the caprification 
the «rowera want, can be successfully 
carried out. But it does not succeed 
here, and does not succeed in any place 
where the dryneis is so great aa it is 
here. I should not be surprised if it 
succeeded in and about Clear Lake, in 
Lake county, or in the valleys near the 
ocean, or at Baa Diego, but these figs 
mature iu the warm moiat climate round 
about the Mediterranean sea, and to ma- 
ture as well; here they must be situated 
iuuilarly as to the requisite moisture in 
the atmosphere. 
"Now, then, as to what does succeed 


here, I have found that, thus far, the 
White Adriatic is in all respects "the 
king." It grows well.it bears well, it 
holds its fruit well, and it packs well an 
you see. It grows large enough for 
packing and looks well when packed. 
It is different from the many BO called 
Smyrna fig. By the way, the name 
Smyrna is given by the inexperienced 
people of this country to any fig which 
meets their admiration. 
There 
are 


many varieties exported from Smyrna, 
some coarse and eoroe belter. The va- 
riety mostly exported from there is what 
we call the White Pacific, which has a 
thicker ekin at or near the eye than it 
haa at tho stem. The White Adriatic 
has its*thicker akin near the stem. 


A word more about the success of the 


White Adriatic in this section. Itia the 
one which grows of sufficient size to 
pack, and which matures its large second 
crop. The White Sail Pedro does uot.aa 
I have said, and the Bulletin and other 
imported edible figs do not even mature 
snpugh to permit of caprification. 
That 


is in its favor, but even if caprificatioii 
was a success here the varieties upon 
which it was used would be more expen- 
sive, even if they were forced to a little 
larger growth. 
Another point is that if 


in moister places the other figs are suc- 
cessfully grown, they will have to be 
dried artificially, becaaeeof the moisture 
which makes their maturing possible; 
and with the White Adriatic here, and 
sun-dried, we can undersell any other fig 
which IB artificially dried or imported, 
even "with our present high labor. 


"Generally speaking, however, although 
I say the White Adriatic is the king at 
present, I do not say but 
some 


other variety may be found which will 
supplant it, even in my estimation. If 
t is found 1 will be one of the first to 
:md to it. We are young in tho fig- 
raising business, and are liable to run 
across some very curious combination! in 
growing figs. It is the most easily hy- 
iridized tree or trait imaginable. On my 
own place I have many varieties which 
are the results of my own experiments, 
rat to what extent they may prove to be 
»ood drying figs remains to oe tested in 
:oming years.'' 


THE INQUEST HELD. 


The Jury Find that David J. Mar-

maned a jury to inquire Into the cause of 
the death of the brakeman, David J. 
Martin, the general details of which 
were told in these columns yesterday 
morning. Engineer Fhipp stated -that 
that he had not seen the deceased*- prior 
to Friday night, when he jmfi-pnt orr'au 
aeaJ brakeman of train No. 26, which 
fhipp's engine was pulli 


When the train pulled out from the 


depot it parted between the second and 
third cars at Fresno street. Martin, 
who was riding on the engine, pot down 
tc examine the break and the engineer 
did the same. The rear section had 
stopped still because of the air brakes, 
and while Martin woe examining the air 
pipe the forward end came back and 
caught him, crushing his ' breast and 
shoulders, killing him instantly. The 
engineer considered that as Martin was 
an inexperienced man he did not under- 
stand his danger.

formerly came from Ohio, and had been 
in the employ of the company about tux 
weeks, being inexperienced. 


The jury brought in a verdict of acci- 


dental death aud were discharged!. The 
remains will be buried to-day by the 
lodge of Odd Fellows, of which order ho 
was a memoer.

CHEAP AND EFFECTIVE DRYING 


A Structure That Is Comparatively 


Inexpensive Yet FroUnces the 


Best Possible Results. 


L. fihell, of the Temperance colony, 


has in operation a home-made rtiflin 
dryer that has been proved a success. 


The structure measures H by U feet, 


is 16 feet high and is lined with paper. 
Mr. Shell first dag ft pit about 4,'A' feet 
deep, and built the dryer over it. In 
this pit is located the furnace, and hence 
starts a brick chimney, which seeks ita 
elevation outaike of the building. 


The following diagram (front elevation) 
ill explain the iieneral plan of the 


dryer: 


A—Furnaces. 
B-Plt door. 
C—Slat floor. 
D—Brick chimuey. 
K—Ventilators. 
F-Grounil !e el. 
U—Aparturos in veiiUlatorc. 
The floor of the dryer t.e) is made of 
lata, placed about two inches apart. A 
ventilator (e) is placed ateacheud of the 


ryer. Air is admitted through four 
pertures (g), two being located one foot 
rom the floor and the other two at a 
wight of 12 feet. 


The fire in the furnace (a) is kept at uni- 
orm|temperature]by keeping bntonestick 
Hour foot wood therein at a time. Eight 
jieces of this character last twenty-four 
tours, and the temperature of the dryer 
anges from 118 to 120 degrees. 
In this dryer it has been developed 
hat too much wood ia as dangerous in 
rtificial drying as too much water is 
dangerous in irrigation. 


Samples of the raisins dried in Mr. 


Shell's building show decided uniformity 
n curing, retain the natural bloom and 
ompare very favorably with the aun- 
3ried product. 


The neighbors of Mr. Shell and indeed 
he whole raisin-growing community are 
ntereated iu this experiment and are 
losely watching the work of tbe model.

Scarcity- of Cnrn oil the Souttteru 


Pacific. 


All along the line of the Southern Pa- 


ific there ia a crying demand for empty 
ears. The acarcity is caused by the im- 
mense wheat shipments in this state as 
well as the large cotton shipments in 
Texas aud the large local traffic in both 
jlncee. It is asserted that before the 
nd of the year the Southern Pacific will 


called upon to move nine hundred 


cars of raisins, beans, walnuts and dried 
ruit from Los Aneclea; seven hundred 
are of canned goods and dried fruit 
r»m San Jose; four hundred cars of 
jreen and dried fruit and hops from Sac- 
amento; one hundred cars of canned 
goods from Marysville; one hundred cars 


if. hops and dried and green fruit from 
Santa Roaa; fifteen hundred cars of 
iopa, wine, wool, beans and dried fruit 
rom San Francisco, and over six hun- 
dred more cara of raisins from Freano. 


Up to the 18th of last month 65,000,- 


000 pounds of green fruit has been 
hipped east by the Southern Pacific, as 
against 44,000,000 for tho whole of last 
year, while to October let the shipments 


f raieme allowed an increase of twenty- 
light percent over'the Eamo time but 
vear. 


Dispatcbea from ?Tew York state that 
nippers and merchants were impatient 
it the long delay in delivering shipments 
rom the West. This indicates that there 
s a rush of business and a scarcity of 
cars in the East as well as out West. 


THE SANTA Ftt's 1'UHPOSKS.

At the meeting of the city traateea 


leld on Monday evening, R. A. Roee, 
he aeaiatant guperiutendent of Rtreeta, 
was named aa flre manual, with full 
powers assigned to that office under 
_jtion8l4S2,1483, 1484,1485, 1480 and 
487,of title V,of the ordinanMB of tlie city 
f Freno. The ordinances provide that 
.he fire marshal, when other than the 
ity marahal, and all of hia aaaiatanta, 
sail be appointed for one year and 
hall give euch bonds as the trustees 
may direct. The duties of the office are 


no wise dependent on those of the 


hief engineer, but they Beem to ea- 
roach aeiiously on those of the latter. 
The ordinance reads aa fbllowa: 


1483. 
SECTION 1023. The fire marshal 


nd hia assistants by seniority in hia ab- 
euce, ahall take, have power, and it is 
ieir duty, to take charge of all firea 
which occur in this city, and direct the 
management of all Ore companies therein 


the extinguishment of the same, and 
establish a cordon around the same so 


B to prevent the interference of crowds 
ud idle and unnecessary persons at all 


14S4. SECTION 1024. The fire marshal 
nd his assistants shall have power, sub- 
set to tbe approval of the board of trus- 
ses, to make rules and regulations for 
he conduct of the fire department, and 
r the control of all firea. 
1485. 
SECTION 1025. The fire marshal 


hall have the full control and general 
uperviaion of all fire apparatus at all 
irnes, and inspect all hydrants, and 
ather drills of the firemen at all times as 
ie may see proper. 


1480. SECTION 102G. Any person in- 
erfering with the fire marshal, his aa- 
istanta, or any firemen, while in the 
awful performance of their dutieu, or 
vho refuaes or neglects to obey all law- 
ul orders and requirements made by 
be marahal or his assistants, or by their 
orders, is guilty of a irnedeuieanar, and 
upon conviction there 
shall he pnu- 


shed by a fine of not n re than $50. or 
jy imprisonment in th city or county 
>riaoii for not more tha ten days, or by 
joth such fine and imp, aonraent.

and his assistants shall examine a3 to 
and report to the board )f trustees any 
violations of any ordinances or rules or 
regulations as to tho suppression of or 
security against fires within the city. 


Tho ordinances do not seem 'to recog- 


lize such an otlicer as "Chief Engineer," 
aut if they do, they certainly delegate to 
the fire marohal all the duties that would 
naturally fall to those of that officer. 
Unless there ia a remodelinK of the 
duties of these two offices trouble is euro 
to ensue at the very rivet lire. In the 
meantime, however, people who have 
business with the city under the ordi- 
nauce will do well to ace Fire Marahal 
Koae. 


MR. ALLES, of tho water company

DEATH OP PAIIK MUNOKR. 


SaC Drowning Accident In Cole's 


Slough. 


The RwuBLiuAX ia iu-Jebted to Ihe fol- 


lowing detailed account of tbe drowning 
of thc.yoong man Park Hunger, in Cole's 
slough, on Friday last: 


Last Friday Timothy Hunger, hia eon 


Park, the uudersigned and h:a son, W. 
R. Johnston, started for (Jole'a siough to 
shoot geese and ducke, and especially to 
fish, aa we had learned tbat fish were to 
be had in large numbers. Wo arrived 
in due time. The bays did some shoot- 
ing with good success. Tho next morn- 
iug we borrowed a seine and at noon we 
started to fish. We had very good suc- 
cess aud were getting a lot ol Hue Gsh. 
Tbe two young men were dragging the 
come aud were having a fine time, the 
water not being too cold for comfort. 
We came to a place in the stream where 
three channels meet, and as tho tish 


ere jumping, it was decided to make a 
aul there. They started with tha seine, 
ut found tho water so deep that they 
auld not cross and drag the seine. Mr 
unger and myself advisod them not to 
y to eeine there as the water was too 


They said tc let them have Hie little 
tpo which I had beeu carrying in my 
and to lisa in a case of emergency, and 
ley would tie it to the enda of 


seine and tlieu swim across the 


eep water and pull the seine over. 
hoy each took a part of tha rops and 
ed it to their end of the seine and 
:arted to swim across. AH both of tbo 
ays were good swimmers, we thought 
otbing of this. When they swam out 
ie length of th3 rope they found thai- 
ould not pull tbe seine. Ou expressing 
hemselves to Lhateffect we advised them 
o come back. W. K. Jotiuetou swain 
ack. to where he started, but by eome 
means Park Hunger started to swim to 
Lie other side. We noticed that he waa 
ot swimming fa^t enouKh and was 
wimminp too deep. But he waa within 
en feet of the other shore and would 
oon ba aoross. Lie then tamed on his 
ide, bis body rose to the surface, he ex- 
ended one arm upward, bent one baud 
Backward and began to float in the other 
irection, and away from the shore, and 
,t the same time began tq sink. We 
aw ho was Roing to drown. Mr. Hun- 
;er jumped in the water as he wag and 
Jegfin swimming to his relief. Having 
lad experience witb several drowning 
persona I began to undress, but got there 
nearly as aoon as Mr. Hunger. W. K. 
Johnston was there nearly as soon asaiiy 
of us, but too late, lie *as gone; we 
could find nothing oi him, not even a 
Bubble come from him. We hunted in 
ho water the 
best we could bnt 


t was too deep, aud all wo could do was

The Story of a California Pioneer 


of '41. 


On leaving Westou, where there has 


been so much opposition, we were six or 
seven in number, and nearly half the 
town followed us for a mile, and some 
for five or six miles, to bid us good-by, 
showing; the deep interest felt in our 
journey. All expressed good wishes and 
desired to hear from us. When we 
reached Sapling Grove, the place oi 
rendezvous, in May, 1841, there was but 
one wagon ahead of ns. For the nest 
few days one or two wagons would com 
each day, and among the recruits wer 
three families from Arkansas. 


Every one furnished his own supplies 


The party consisted of sixty-nine, in 
eluding men, women, and 
children 


Our teams were of oren, mules am 
horses. Wo bad no cows, as the late 
emigrants usually had, and the lack o 
milk was a great deprivation to th 
children. It was nndeistood that ever 
one should have not less than a barrel o 
flour with sugar and so fourth to suit 
bat I laid in 100 pounds of flour more 
than the usual quantity, besides othn 
things. This I did because we were told 
that when we got into the mountains we 
probably

have to live on meat alono, which 1 
thought would kill me even if it did not 
others. 


My gun was an old flint-lock rifle, but 


a good one. Old hunters told me to

The rights of the Sunset company in 


their patents have been leased in Fresno 
as they have in numerous other cities, to 
private 
individuals. 
The rights in 


I'tesno have been leased lor some flve or 
BII years by H. 0. Kgsers, who has been 
the manager ol the Fresno company 
The lease by which Mr. Eggcrs held the 
hnesaud plant expired last evening and 
to-day the property reverts back to tbe 
proprietors for tiie coast, as stated above 


Ihe buneet company has charge oi the 


fschange in San Francisco and in most 
of the other cities ol tho Sacramento and 
ban Joaqum valleys. As fast as the 
leaves granted to other companies or in- 
dividuals expire, the Buneet company 
steps in and takes possession, as thev do 
now in the case of Fresno. 


By having had control of the exchange 


all over tho coast, the company has 
gamed experience which will be of 
value to Fresno subscribers, and having 
control ol all patents, it can make in- 
vestments of capital which another com- 
pany, holding simply under a lease 
could not afford to do."

curdy fastened to it, ami then the horse 
and tublo lowered until tho animal is 
lying securely fastened. Previous to 
tho operation the spavin on the right 
hind foot caused such pain that tho 
horsa tried hurd to go on three feet. A 
hood made of padded cimvns was placed 
over tho animal's head, completely blind- 
ing its Bight. 


The animal was then led alongside of 


tho table in an upright position, and a 
stout inch rope fastened to the front of 
the table was held around the iiuhnal's 
legs by au attendant Tho three four 
inch wide surcingles were then strapped 
securely, tying the animal alongside of 
the table. The head was then fastened 
to the table, and tho" crank turned aud 
the table slowly lowered to a horizontal 
position. Tke animal at first struggled, 
but once upon tho table lay quietly ou 
Ita right side. Then the feet were se- 
curely fastened with stout straps to tho 
table, tho additional precaution being 
used of tying the left liiud foot with an 
inch rope. 


Everything was now ready for the op- 


eratiou, which ia known as curaeon 
tenotomy, and wtis first proposed by the 
veterinary, Professor Lafossc, to abolish 
lameness arising from bono spavin. It 
consists iu. division of tho internal or 
cuneon bmucli of the tendon of the 
flexor metatarsi. Tho tendon that gave 
tho trouble is a stout oue, a branch of 
another tendon. It shirts from the an- 
terior portion of the hock aud runs 
nc.ro33 diagonally downward to where 
tho curb generally occurs. 


The doctor first made an incision an 


inch loot,', mid a probe pointed instru- 
ment was inserted and tho tendon raised 
and cut, whioli gave instant relief. The 
tendon lay in it groove and was readily 
found. The hlooil was then sponged off 
with cold water, and two or three stitches 
taken with silk sutures and lied. There 
was a bony tnuior found growing under 
the tendon, making tho tension on tho 
lendouso great that tho animal could 
Dot put its foot to the ground.

pendicnlarposition, the horse's feet first

We 
winter our bees in an underground cellar, 
40 feet long. 7 feet high and 0 feet wide, 
with a 0x7 inch ventilator near each 
end; also three well fitting doors, which 
leave two dead air spaces between the 
bees and the extremely cold weather, 
with tho mercury often 40 degs. below 
zero in this northern climate. When 
you put the bees into thft cellar remove 
the cover and entrance blocks, leaving 
only tha quilt over tho hive. Put two 
blocks (2xS inches and tho length of the 
hive) under the hive, then put two more 
on top, ou which to put another hive, 
and so on until they are five tiers high. 
One essential thing is a half inch en- 
trance, full width o£ tha hive, and left 
open; by so doing thero will bo plenty 
of upward and lower ventilation, and 
tho bees will not smother or lack in any 
way for pure air. The bottom hive 
should not be less than ton inches from 
the bottom of tho cellar, to allow tho 
foul air, if any, to settle below it and 
pass off through the underground drain, 
which should consist of uot less than 
two inch tiling. Bees placed in a cellar 
as I have described, with a temperature 
ranging from 40 to 45 (legs., will winter 


safely as by any other method, chaff

is yard and stable manure. It is a com- 
plete manure, containing all the ele- 
ments necessary for plant growth and in 
available form. Special and commercial 
fertilizers may be used to supplement 
the barnyard manure or for special 
crops and conditions, hnfc they must 
hold a secondary position. 
I do not de- 


cry commercial fertilizers, for they aro 
of great value wlien properly nsed, but 
I am very firm in my belief that for a 
general purpose manure they cannot 
economically replace barnyard manure. 
Used judiciously to reinforce barnyard 
manure they may well be used on cer- 
tain crops and on certain kindn of soils, 
"but nsed indiscriminately ia general 
fanning the result has generally beeu 
unsatisfactory. It is for special farm- 
ing and for the fruit grower and market 
•gardener that the commercial fertilizers 
promise the best results at present. 


IVfaito Specks in Batter. 


There are many elaborate and semi- 


scientific ways of accounting for whity 
specks in the butter. When the cream 
is slammed off more or less milk is taken 
•with it. Thia milk is follof caseine that 
always and readily curdles, one of the 
causes of the specks. AU the trouble, 
according to The Dairy World, usually 
comes from allowing the cream to he- 
come too old and BOUT before it is churn- 
ed. Badly kept dairy utensils may ac- 
xunplish the same result. The remeSy 
lies in the direction of quicker work and 
making tho bntter from Bweetei creiim. 


s specks are one of the penalties f »r 
a sour bntter crank. 


While many successful bee keepers 


winter their bees on summer stands, I 
think the majority of northern apiarists 
favor wintering in cellars. Dry fine air 
and a proper aud uniform temperature 
aro the two prime essentials in success- 
ful -wintering; these, in my opinion, can- 
not l>e so perfectly controlled out of 
doors as in some suitable place indoors. 
To insure dry air the cellar mnst be a 
well drained one, with bottom cemented 
and walls plastered to prevent moisture 
from passing through. Nert it must be 
warm enough to prevent freezing, and 
provided wiOi sufficient ventilation to 
admit of the escapeoMhe heat and gases 
generated by tho bera. The temperature 
most to be desired is 45 dcgs. Fahren- 
heit. A portion of the celljir ought to 
be set aside especially for the bees. 
When presentable I would mass them in 
a solid body in the center of therouin, 
never close to the ends. Let the hives 
rest a foot or more from the bottom of 
the cellar and upon each other, being 
careful to break joints aud get the weak- 
est colonies on top. 


This work should be delayed until the 


autumn is sufficiently advanced to chill 
the bees a littlo, so they will not be too 
active; avoid, however, the other extreme 
of waiting for cold weather. When all 
are nicely piled np exclude /ill light. 
Newman advises entering the bee de- 
partment every fortnight with a uark 
lantern to sao that all goes well. If the 
thermometer indicates above 45 degs. 
admit cold air; if below 40 de»s., 
which ought nut to occur, partly close 
the ventilator to bring the mercury i 
to the desired temperature. Messrs. Ne- 
man and Cook a^ree that each colon 
should begin the winter with thir 
pounds of good honey. I have nev 
weighed mine, but beliove it would be 
good plan. Some Iwpkpepers resort 
small stoves to keep their cellars wn 
enough, others depend on the w.<irn., 
from a fire in a room above the cella 
while others again connect it by n sha 
or pipe with the store above. By th 
latter plan tho cellar is ventilated wit
